In  such 
dates  as  are  inserted  with  a hyphen,  thus  1821-3,  it  is 
intended  to  specify  the  years  in  which  both  the  first 
and  last  volumes  of  the  work  were  printed;  and  it  will 
be  observed  that  wherever  a blank  line  is  used,  the  words 
above  it  are  to  be  repeated.  All  duplicate  copies  are 
enumerated,  as  well  as  the  several  volumes  of  such  works 
as  are  imperfect,  which,  it  is  right  to  mention,  were  ori- 
ginally deposited  in  the  Library  in  the  state  described ; 
books,  which  have  an  asterisk  placed  before  their  titles, 
have  been  presented  by  their  authors  or  editors ; and 
those  marked  thus  +,  by  their  publishers.
